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Road closure 
threat to our 
business, 
says garden 
centre boss

A GARDEN centre says it fears for its 
future as a result of the impact of the A2 
road closure which swings into force on 
Monday. 

The gas main on the A2 is being 
replaced which will force the High 
Street in Newington to be closed in both 
directions between Wickham Close and 
Station Road. 

It is set to cause motorists and busi¬ 
nesses headaches for three weeks, 

But the owners of Gardening World, 
which runs the garden centre and Afri¬ 
can craft centre in Lower Hartlip Road, 
just off the A2, says it fears customers 
could steer clear at one of their busiest 
times of the year. 

Carol Sage said: “This could not have 
come at a worse time for our business. 

“Around Easter, gardeners begin to 


start tidying up their gardens and get 
ready to plant for the spring and summer. 

“Because of the publicity around the 
road closure - stating that the A2 will 
be closed at Newington - we are very 
worried all our customers who come 
to us from the Sittingbourne direction 
will think they have got to follow an 18- 
mile diversion to get to our side of the 
village. 

“In fact, the village roads will be open 
for cars, and drivers will be able to take 
a short diversion which should take less 
than two minutes. Our business is high¬ 
ly seasonal and is concentrated within 
a very short space of time, so these three 
weeks are crucial to us. 

“We know the gas pipe replacement 
work has to be done, but this just could 
not have come at a worse time for us 
and our customers.” 

Having originally been scheduled to

take place during the busy summer 
months last year, an outcry from 
traders and pressure from local 
politicians saw the plans pushed back 
so some work took place in October 
with the remainder taking place over 
the coming weeks. 

The road has to be closed due to the 
large diameter of the new pipes and 
heavy plant that will need to be used. 

Manu Malhotra, who runs the 
Malhotra newsagents on the High 
Street, added: "A lot of my customers 
think it is going to be complete chaos. 


"Obviously the A2 is a very busy road 
and we will not really know how bad it 
will be until they start. We just hope it 
will be over as quickly as possible." 

The gas main work is being carried 
out by Southern Gas Networks (SGN). 

SGN construction manager Russell 
Goodayle said: "All our work is being 
carried out in close consultation with 
Kent County Council and we will be 
doing everything we can to minimise 
disruption. I would like to apologise for 
the delays to this project, as well as any 
inconvenience that may be caused by 
our work. 


"We understand that people can get 
frustrated by road works. However, 
the new plastic pipe has a minimum 
lifespan of 80 years. 

"This means when the work is 
complete, people will continue to enjoy 
the benefits of a safe, reliable gas 
supply for years to come." 

Kent County Council cabinet member 
for environment, highways and waste, 
Bryan Sweetland, said: "SGN has 
listened to what residents said during 
their public consultation. KCC and 
SGN then worked imaginatively and 
proactively to overcome these concerns 


and further reduce congestion." 

A signed diversion will be in place 
during the road closure. 

It will take eastbound traffic onto the 
A278 and then the M2. Motorists should 
leave the M2 at junction five, and take 
the A249, which will lead back onto the 
A2 and into Newington. The reverse 
route applies for westbound traffic. 

A separate diversion will be in place 
for non-motorway drivers. 

Eastbound traffic should take the 
A230, the A229, Peneden Heath Road, 
the A249 and then the A2. The reverse 
route applies for westbound traffic. 


CAMPAIGN 

Firefighters back bid 
to tidy up alleyways to 
crackdown on blazes

FIREFIGHTERS are backing a campaign to clear 
up alleyways in key parts of Sheerness as part of 
an ongoing crackdown on deliberate blazes. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service, in partnership 
with Kent County Council, have jointly provided 
£15,000 to Swale Borough Council following a 
successful bid to the My Place Matters project. 

This enables Swale council to transform 
certain areas in Marine Town including clean¬ 
ing up graffiti and rubbish, plus the planting of 
flowerbeds and artwork installations. 

The funding is designed to provide a means to 
make long-term improvements to areas and 
communities which suffer regularly from anti¬ 
social behaviour, fly-tipping and outdoor fires. 

KFRS risk reduction manager Gary Stanford 
said: “These areas are a concern to us because 
fly-tipping can easily lead to deliberate fires and 
they have the potential to spread, causing wide¬ 
spread damage and possibly injury. 

“It also means that our crews could be diverted 
or delayed from attending other incidents such 
as house fires and road traffic collisions. 


“We welcome any initiative that helps to 
reduce the numbers of deliberate fires and we 
hope that the local community will fully support 
these efforts to make the area a safer and cleaner 
place to live.” 

Alleyways at James Street, Clyde Street and 
Alma Street have already been subject to a clean. 

A number of partner agencies and volunteers 
have been involved in the project which also in¬ 
cludes the installation of community artwork. 

“Residents are encouraged to take back own¬ 
ership and responsibility of these spaces and 
maintain them, keeping them clean and tidy and 
maybe even changing their use to a more com¬ 
munity focused space. 

Councillor John Morris, Swale council’s cabi¬ 
net member for communities, said “This alley 
makeover is the latest initiative we have held in 
the area to give local residents an opportunity to 
create a real sense of place. 

“We want them to feel a sense of pride in living 
there. 

“The council is trying to create a healthy envi¬ 
ronment with responsible people and so if 
residents are willing to help us to help them then 
we can really achieve something together.”

Anti-social behaviour issue in your 
street? Now there’s an app for that

MOBILE phones have become an essential part of 
our lives - becoming our diary, mobile TV, music 
player and hand-held internet access point. 

And now they have become the latest weapon 
in the council’s on-going fight against anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour. 

Swale Borough Council has harnessed the 
power of the smart phone - like Apple’s iPhone 
- which allows the user not just to report in¬ 
stances of fly-tipping, graffiti or litter, but take 
and submit a photo and have the precise loca¬ 
tion recorded via the GPS in your handset. 

What’s more, it will send details to the coun¬ 
cil’s customer services team on a 24-hours-a- 
day, seven-days-a-week service. 

And if using existing apps prove a hit, the 
council says it will look at branding its own pro¬ 
gram just for use by local residents. 

David Simmons, the council’s cabinet member 
for the environment, said: “We want to engage 
with all of our residents and the use of technolo¬ 
gy is clearly a way that we can have a two-way 
dialogue with our residents who may not access 
information about the council through our cus¬ 
tomer call centre or leaflets. 

“We will be analysing how this channel is 
used over the next 12 months to determine if 
branding a specific app for Swale will represent 
value for money. 

“Smart phone apps are increasing in popular¬ 
ity, are simple to use and are a great way for the

members of the public 
to keep the council in¬ 
formed about environ- H 
mental issues that affect 
them in their communities.” 

A spokesman for the council > 
explained how it would work: “If 
you were out on a Sunday after¬ 
noon and saw some graffiti you would start the 
app on your smart phone, which will ask you to 
take a photo while it finds your location using its 
GPS. Depending on the phone and app being 
used, this can be done very quickly. 

“The report will be sent to our customer 
services team and the environmental response 


? team noti¬ 
fied. The 
graffiti would 
be cleaned as soon 
as possible. It allows 
residents with smart 
phones to make the council 
aware of the problem straight 
^ away, thus reducing the risk of 
people forgetting to report the issue.” 

To download the app, go to your phone’s mar¬ 
ket place - for example Apple’s iStore for the 
iPhone - and search for UK My Council Services, 
Fix My Street and Love Clean Streets for more in¬ 
formation. The apps are free to download.

Pasty tax could spark 
a takeaway food war 
on our high streets

CONTROVERSIAL plans to put VAT on hot pies 
and pasties could spark a new hot food war on 
the high street, according to the boss of one of 
Kent’s biggest independent food retailers. 

Andrew Rook of JC Rook and Sons, which has 
fresh meat outlets across the county, including 
in the High Street, Sittingbourne, believes it 
could see butchers and bakers go head-to-head 
with traditional fish and chip shops in a bid to 
make up money lost by customers putting their 
nose up at the price hikes. 

At present, VAT does not apply to a pie that 
has been baked on the premises and sold to cus¬ 
tomers as it is cooling down. However, if it is 
heated up by the shop to be sold to the customer, 
VAT does have to be applied. 

Chancellor George Osborne is looking to close 
what is seen as a loophole in the legislation by 
making any food product sold above the ambient 
temperature of the store slapped with VAT. 

It has made headlines this week as the so- 
called ‘pasty tax’. 

It is designed to stop the likes of Greggs and the 
major supermarkets selling what is essentially 
take-away, food but without the 20 per cent 
added VAT. 

Mr Rook said: “In the past we have not offered 
chips because we did not want to be in the VAT 
bracket. 

“But what this change will do is move a lot of 
the goal posts. In the short term we may expect 
some loss of trade as prices will rise, but we are 


going to look at other things we can do to coun¬ 
ter its impact.” 

And that could include offering chips. 

The new regulations, outlined in last week’s 
Budget, will come into force on October 1. 

Mr Rook added: “It is a bit hard to tell how it 
will affect us until it comes in. Overall I think it 
will mean that we can do other things to comple¬ 
ment what we offer the customer. ” 

The legislation has been criticised for hitting 
the pockets of already hard pressed consumers. 

It has also been said that it will be impossible 
to enforce the tax because of confusion on how it 
is applied. 

Mr Rook said: “At what point do you call 
something a hot pie or just a pie that is still warm. 
It is all very ambiguous at the moment and that 
is why the bill will have to go through parlia¬ 
ment to try and iron out these issues.” 

Simon Reynolds from the bakers A E Bar- 
row and Sons in Sittingbourne added: “This is 
something that has happened for a long time in 
the industry. 

“At the moment if we heat a pasty up for a cus¬ 
tomer we have to ring it through the till with the 
VAT added if it is cold we do not.” 

The pasty became something of a political hot 
potato this week as a result of the fuss. 

At one stage Prime Minister David Cameron 
was caught out after telling journalists where he 
had last eaten one - only for the shop he claims to 
have visited at Leeds railway station to have 
been closed for the last five years. 

Meanwhile, opponents have attempted to 
paint the tax as a war against the working class. 


FOOD AWARDS 


WHILE the row over pasties rages on, one Local 
butcher had his focus firmly on his pork pies 
after they brought home the bacon by winning a 
top award. 

Chris Barkaway, who runs AJ Barkaway in 
West Street, Faversham, with his son Paul, took 
home the title of Traditional Pork Pie Champion 
at a prestigious awards ceremony. 

The father-and-son team entered several 
classes at the South of England Show at 
Ardingly, West Sussex, and trotted off with an 
armful of prizes from the show run by the British 
Pig Executive (BPEX). 

He said: "We went to the BPEX awards with high 
hopes and are delighted with our performance. 

"We entered 11 products including sausages, 
pies and black pudding and were Lucky enough 
to be awarded 11 gold medal certificates and 
became the south east England pork pie 
champions, south east of England cold-eating pie 
champions with our pork and stilton pie, and also 
south east England black pudding champions." 

The family-run shop has been in the town for 
more than 50 years and now has the sixth 
generation of Barkaway behind the counter. 

Chris said: "We do pride ourselves on providing 
only the highest quality fresh meat products to 
our Loyal customers. To ensure we stick to that, 
we Locally source the meat where we can, and 
even hand-pick directly from farms."

SHEERNESS retail chiefs are now playing a 
waiting game as the deadline for applications to 
become a pilot scheme under self-styled Queen of 
Shops, Mary Portas, closes today. 

Appointed by the Government to conduct an 
independent review into the state of the nation’s 
high streets, Miss Portas is now spearheading a 
£1 million fund which is offering cash to 12 pilot 
town centres across the UK. 

It hopes to use them as guinea pigs for 
methods to breathe new life into fading areas by 
rolling out pioneering concepts and ideas. 

It comes after a gradual decline in traditional 
shopping hubs, which are suffering the com¬ 
bined impacts of out-of-town shopping complex¬ 
es, internet trading and the economic slump. 

But Sheerness faces stiff competition from 
elsewhere in the county including Maidstone, 
Tonbridge and Ashford. 

Supporters of the isle town’s bid include trad¬ 
ers, businesses, community groups, councillors 
and MP Gordon Henderson. 

Chair of the Town Team which is spearhead¬ 
ing the bid is Pete Giffen from the O.SO.U fashion 


store in the High Street. 

He said: “We hope to demonstrate that we’re 
looking at a scheme to benefit the whole town, 
our community, traders, businesses and visitors.” 

Swale council’s regeneration officer for town 
centres, Jill Read, said: “Should we be successful, 
delivery of the ideas will involve the whole com¬ 
munity. This is a huge opportunity for us to 
make our town the bustling, lively place we 
know it should and can be.” 

However, the scheme has attracted some 
criticism. 

Helen Dickinson, head of UK retail at profes¬ 
sional service giant KPMG, warned it risked 
being undermined through a lack of funding. 

She explained: “Mary Portas’ mission to res¬ 
cue the British high street has struck a tone with 
retailers and communities across the country 
desperate to access the support they need to save 
their local high street. The sheer number of 
towns bidding for funding shows how wide¬ 
spread the problem is in the UK. Nowhere seems 
immune from the battle of survival. 

“Portas has put the challenge of managing 
local conflicting agendas and rivalries squarely 
on the shoulders of the community. 

“Exactly how the scheme will be measured is

yet to be clarified. But in spirit this concept of 
local community teams working together to 
come up with innovative ways to improve the 
high street is exactly what is needed. 

“However, given the scale of the challenges 
facing the modern high street, a share of £1 mil¬ 
lion will hardly scratch the surface. 

“To give this pilot the best chance of success 
then the source and magnitude of proper fund¬ 
ing must be addressed. 

“Without it these local communities won’t be 
able to make real changes and implement and 
experiment with innovative ideas.”

Energy firm's bright idea 
to keep birds from danger 


ENGINEERS have splashed out 
£5,000 to help cut down the 
number of birds flying into over¬ 
head electricity lines on Sheppey. 

Last Friday, a team of linesmen 
spent hours installing special 
diverters onto the cables covering 
a stretch of some 700 metres. 

The diverters are brightly- 
coloured plastic discs 
attached to the lines on 
springed clips. They 
should alert the birds 
to potential danger 
and make them take 
a different route. 

Birds can be 
injured or even killed 
if they collide with the 
overhead cable, often 
because they have poor 
eyesight and cannot see the 
lines before they get entangled in 
them. The result can mean power 
being lost to nearby homes. 

Engineers at UK Power Networks 
- the firm which distributes power 
across London and the south east 
through its network - installed the 
devices along Harty Ferry Road. 


The project cost more than 
£5,000, with a diverter being put 
on a line every five metres. 

Linesman Trevor Lee, who 
helped install the diverters, said: 
“The project went very well - 
there were no problems. It’s a 
straightforward procedure and our 
methods mean that customers’ 
supplies aren’t interrupted. 
“We at UK Power 
Networks take our 
environmental 
responsibilities very 
seriously.’’ 

Rolf Williams, 
communications 
officer for the RSPB, 
helped to oversee the 
project. 

He said: “All too often 
people are quick to criticise big 
companies. But when we ap¬ 
proached UK Power Networks 
about fitting the diverters they were 
very speedy and very efficient - I’m 
extremely impressed. Although 
the area is not a designated RSPB 
reserve, it is important for birdlife 
as a feeding zone.”

AIRPORT 

Picture the 
concrete 
jungle of 
airport hub

THIS image shows an artist’s impression of a 
nightmare scenario if the go-ahead is given for 
an airport in the Thames Estuary - with Sitting- 
bourne dwarfed by a huge spaghetti junction- 
style road network and villages like Iwade de¬ 
stroyed. 

The image, which takes the plans released by 
architect Lord Foster as its inspiration, is the 
creation of Kevin Clarkson. 

Along with eight others, their work forms an 
exhibition called Beauty or the Beast, which op¬ 
poses the controversial plans for a new airport. 

Two plans have currently been touted; one on 
Grain and the other on reclaimed land in the es¬ 
tuary. Championed by London Mayor Boris 
Johnson, it has been dubbed ‘Boris Island’. 

Both proposals have been opposed by Swale 
Borough Council, MP Gordon Henderson, Kent 
County Council, and authorities on both sides of 
the estuary. 


Mr Clarkson’s striking image - The Thames 
Estuary Hub Airport: An Inconvenient Truth - 
seeks to demonstrate how Kent would be trans¬ 
formed. His work shows how the series of roads, 
railways, new towns and other building work 
needed for a massive £70 billion four-runway 
airport would swallow up the area. 

In his image, Sittingbourne is replaced with a 
spaghetti junction-style series of roads serving 
the expansion area. A huge motorway links from 
this through newly formed urban areas before 
destroying the picturesque village of Iwade and 
other rural settings. 

It then joins a futuristic suspension bridge 
similar to the Severn crossing, allowing motor¬ 
ists to get to the Hoo Peninsula. 

Mr Clarkson said: “The exhibition will give a 


snapshot of what the Thames and Medway estu¬ 
aries mean to their communities and highlights 
the devastation an airport twice the size of Hea¬ 
throw would have on health and the quality of 
life of people living there. 

“These are issues airbrushed out of the visuals 
we have seen issued by Lord Foster. 

“I have tried to show just how close towns in Kent 
and Essex would be to this airport if built because 
whenever I read about this in the London media no- 
one seems to appreciate just how many people 
would be affected by an airport on this scale. 

“The hundreds of thousands of families would 
all see their quality of like severely affected. ” 

■ The exhibition runs at the Nucleus Art 
Gallery off Chatham High Street from Satur¬ 
day, March 31 until April 5.

DISASTER: 100 years since ship's ill-fated voyage 

Rare chance 
to see private 
collection of 
Titanic relics

A SPECIAL exhibition sails into Faversham next 
week, bringing with it the tale of one of the most 
famous ships of all time - Titanic. 

Private enthusiast Matthew Snoad will bring a 
collection which includeds photographs, models 
and artefacts from the cruise liner which set sail 
from Southampton 100 years ago on its debut 
voyage across the Atlantic. 

But after striking an iceberg just days into 
its journey the boat which had been dubbed ‘un¬ 
shakable’ found itself mortally wounded. 

It sank in the icy waters with the death of 
1,517 passengers and crew. 

Mr Snoad's exhibition - RMS Titanic 100 
Years On - remembers the remarkable feat of en¬ 
gineering, and the society which surrounded its 
creation, marketing and ultimately its demise. 

The exhibition takes place at the Fleur de Lis 
Gallery. 

The Preston Street gallery said it is delighted to 
have secured “such an extraordinary collector 
willing to show off all he has on the subject”. 

One of the volunteers, Pam McClean, said: 
“We don’t know too much yet of what will be on 
show, but have promised it will be of extra inter¬ 
est to those with a curiosity for the Titanic. 

“We know there will be photos, models, and 
plenty of background information. There is al¬ 
ready a major buzz about the Titanic as this is 
now 100 years since the ill-fated debut voyage.” 

The fascination around the Titanic continues. 
James Cameron’s film - Titanic - is being re-re- 
leased in 3D while Downton Abbey writer Julian 
Fellowes’ TV dramatisation of Titanic pulled in 
seven million viewers last weekend. 

The Faversham exhibition runs between April 
5 and 1 May.

School bird counters watch 
blackbirds get top marks

BLACKBIRDS are once again top of the class for 
punctuality and attendance across the county, 
according to the results of the RSPB ’ s Big Schools 
Birdwatch survey. 

Schools from across Sittingbourne, Sheppey 
and the surrounding villages took part in the 
2012 survey which saw children and teachers 
monitor the birds they could see in and 
around their schools. 

According to the findings, the 
blackbird accounted for an 
average of 5.60 birds in 89.2 per 
cent of schools. 

The starling came in a close 
second, with an average of 4.58 
birds per school being registered 
in 53.0 per cent of schools. 

The black-headed gull was the 
third most-spotted bird in 39.8 per 
cent of schools, averaging a 3.92 at¬ 
tendance of birds per school. 

More than 3,000 schoolchildren and teachers 
from 62 schools across the county took part by 
counting birds in the annual survey during the 
last two weeks of January. 

In the national leagues, the blackbird retained 
its top spot for the fourth year running. 

Blackbirds eat invertebrates including worms 
and grubs, which they find more easily in milder 


winter conditions, and open playing fields in 
schools can provide a rich area for feeding. 

The short-cropped grass is ideal for birds to 
find natural food supplies. 

Nationally, more than 110,000 birds were 
counted in this year’s survey, and since its launch 
10 years ago, more than 70 different species have 
been recorded in school grounds, ranging from 
starlings and house sparrows to kestrels. 

National trends also saw the ‘red listed’ her¬ 
ring gull improving its attendance record, 
as 40.4 per cent of schools reported 
seeing black-headed gulls, 21.7 per 
cent saw common gulls and 10.3 
per cent saw herring gulls. 

Herring gull numbers report¬ 
ed in schools have been steadily 
increasing and this year reached 
the top 20 at number 17 in the 
national league. 

Faye Mackender, RSPB Big 
Schools’ Birdwatch project manag¬ 
er, said: “The Big Schools’ Birdwatch 
is a brilliant way of getting young people 
interested in nature and excited about what they 
can see through the classroom window. ” 

Since its launch, the survey has grown in pop¬ 
ularity and the RSPB has also introduced the Lit¬ 
tle Schools’ Birdwatch, especially designed for 
five-year-olds and under and the Really Big 
Schools’ Birdwatch for the 11 to 14-year-olds 
age group.

HARD TIMES: Ron Leagas, now 87, Lied to join the Army in World War Two and ended up in Normandy 

Mum’s cooking put Ron 
in firing Line in France

A NEW book focuses on the children of World 
War Two who not only had to survive the bombs 
raining down on Britain’s cities, but joined in 
with the fighting. 

In his book Blitz Kids, Sean Longden inter¬ 
views men and women who were teenagers at 
the time of the conflict. 

One of them is Ron Leagas, who now lives in 
Ramsgate. The 8 7-year-old grew up in Leyton in 
London, which was heavily bombed when the 
Luftwaffe targeted the East End. 

He said: “I always remember the first time the 
sirens went off. I was playing in the street and 
my aunt came running out of her house and 
rushed all the kids into a shelter at the bottom of 
the garden. 

“I can remember being 14 and walking out of 
the door one day and bombs were coming down 
in rows. Luckily they landed in a cemetery op¬ 
posite our house.” 

Mr Leagas was too young to join the Army in 
1941, when he was 16, but after a row with his 
mother he found his way to the recruiting office. 

He said: “I wasn’t desperate to join the Army. I 
was stuck doing a building job and I just got fed 
up on a hot day. 

“I went home in a mood and had an argument 
about the stew mum had made. 

“I said I wanted egg and chips and we had a 
row and she ended up throwing the stew at me. So 
I went off saying I was going to join the Army.” 

The veteran had to forge a note from his father 
to the recruiting sergeant saying he was old 
enough to join up. 

He said: “At first he said I was too young so I 
told him that my ID had been lost when our 
house got bombed. 

“I came back with this ‘note’ from my father 
who I said was in the cafe over the road. The ser¬ 
geant let me in for being cheeky, he said.” 

Mr Leagas trained at Howe Barracks in Can¬ 
terbury, preparing for the invasion of Europe. He 
was the driver of a Bren gun carrier on the 
beaches of Normandy. 

He said: “That was a terrible day; I was about

third carrier onto the beach, but the first one got 
blown up straight away. 

“We had to carry on pushing forward but re¬ 
fused to drive over the bodies, so they made us 
clear them up with a shovel. 

“It was a terrible job.” 

Mr Leagas continued to fight in France until 
he was injured by an enemy mortar. 

He said: “I heard a mortar gun warming 
up and the next thing I remember I woke up in 
hospital.” 

Mr Leagas met Sean Longden at the War and 
Peace show held at Paddock Wood. 

Mr Longden said: “I was inspired to write the 
book by the story of my own grandfather who 
left his home in Queens Park and joined the 
Army aged 16 during World War One. 

“What is less well known is the story of the 
underage volunteers during World War Two.”

MEDWAY was one of 2 5 areas 
to bid for city status as part of 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
celebrations this year.

The bid was an excellent op¬ 
portunity to showcase all that 
is great about the area - just 
look at the positive national 
coverage Medway received for 


around 5p per person - it is 
helping to establish Medway 
firmly on the map.

We can take pride in the 
efforts that were made by eve¬ 
ryone in Medway including 
local businesses, newspapers, 
schools and the community, 
who have worked tirelessly to 
promote the area and can take 
pride in the knowledge that 
Medway is a fantastic and safe 
place to live and work. 


We have 28 days of free festi¬ 
vals, the most in the South East, 
and 2012 is going to be a Year 
of Celebration with the bi-cen¬ 
tenary of Dickens’ birth and 
the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
playing a key part. 

This will culminate in a River 
Festival in June and six beacons 
being lit across the area. 

Medway has a rich heritage 
and close historic ties with the 
Armed Forces, which includes 
the Royal Engineers who will be 
celebrating their 200th anni¬ 
versary in Gillingham this year. 

It is also a centre for sporting 
excellence, with Medway Park 
now playing host to world 
championship events and as a 
pre-Olympic training camp for 
Senegal, Congo and Chad.

I THOROUGHLY agree with 
Brian Mooney of the Fair 
Deal for the Motorist Cam¬ 
paign, as he stated that 
nearly £50 billion is collected 
annually in direct motoring 
taxes, yet only about £4bn is 
reinvested in new or improved 
roads. 

Yet this greedy government 
is not satisfied that drivers 
are paying enough and wants 
to charge us for new roads 
which inevitably will lead 
to their goal of nationwide 
road tolls. 

To put this into perspective, 
about 8 5 per cent of passenger 
miles are by car, rising to 
about 92 per cent if we include 


bus/coach travel, with the 
small balance by rail. 

Yet a complete new rail 
system (Crossrail) is being 
constructed under London 
(which already has a good 
public transport system) at a 
cost of £15bn and proposals to 
spend a start-up £20bn on 
HS2, which will only be 
affordable to a very limited 
customer base and will rely on 
state subsidies forever. 

Private rail companies 
receive about £5 bn in 
subsidies, yet we still have 
some of the highest ticket 
prices in Europe. 

If people want to drive on 
good roads, have reasonable 
fuel costs and get a more 
balanced transport expendi¬ 
ture, then in both local 
and general elections, they 
have to think beyond the 
three major parties when it 
comes to voting.

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Advice pays dividends 
as mystery gets solved 


Q I WROTE to you after my 
husband died and I found 
payments had been going from 
his Barclays account to a firm called 
Readycredit. I had no replies from the 
firms you identified who have Ready¬ 
credit as part of their name, so I tried 
the last resort you suggested and traced 
the payments through Barclays to 
Santander. They looked into it and I 
received almost the full amount back, 
which was very welcome. Thank you 
very much indeed for your help. 

It is always good to hear that 
advice has worked and a reader 
is better off. You found from 
bank statements your husband’s 
Barclays account had been paying £13 
a month to a mysterious firm called 
Readycredit. These payments, totalling 
£2,743, were completely unexplained, 
and after your husband died, nobody 
contacted you or his bank to ask why 
they had stopped. I found a number of 
firms with offshoots or departments 
called Readycredit. They included 
Arcadia Group, which is linked to 
Burton Menswear, and Viking 
Collection, which is linked to 
Santander-owned Abbey National. The 
real problem was the payments were 
made by standing order. All Barclays 
knew was the sort code and account 
number to which the money was sent. 
So, top marks to Barclays for tracing 
where the cash ended up, and I am 
pleased it found its way back to you. 

Q MY husband and I live in a 

house with 18 acres of pasture 
land attached, used for our own 
horses and for growing hay for our 
own use. We have a barn and stables, 
and have been here 18 years after 
buying the property and land as one 
lot. We are now thinking of downsiz¬ 
ing, but I have heard to my horror that 
capital gains tax could be due on any 
profit made on the sale of the land, 
even though it is part of our home. Is 
this a recent ruling? 

THERE has been no change in 
the rules, and I am afraid you 
may well be facing a bill for 
capital gains tax. Your best bet is to try 
to minimise it by claiming the allow¬ 
ances and reliefs that are available. The 
basic rule is that we are all allowed one 
home that is free from gains tax when 
we sell it. In official language, this 
exemption includes any garden or 
grounds that are necessary for the 
“reasonable enjoyment” of the 
property, having regard to its size and 
character. The taxman will not bat an 
eyelid at land up to 5,000sq m, but 18 
acres is more than 72,000sq m. You 
will need a professional negotiator - 
perhaps a local accountant working 
with a valuer - to try to show that the 
land matches the size and character of 
your house. Since keeping horses is 
probably not nowadays seen as being 
necessary for the reasonable enjoyment 



of your home, I am not optimistic. But 
you can reduce the tax by claiming the 
annual gains tax exemption, and relief 
for any improvements and the legal 
and other costs linked to the sale. 

9 1 AM named as executor in my 
cousin’s will, but we lost touch 
years ago. What is the proce- 
ir resigning as executor while he 
is still alive? 

IF YOU cannot contact your 
cousin, there is no way to tell 
him that you no longer want 
this responsibility. You can only wait 
until he dies and then decline to act as 
executor. 

AQ I HAVE been left £1,000 of War 
Loan. How do I encash this, and 
is it worth £1,000? 

War Loan is money borrowed 
by the Government, originally 
to fund the World War One. It 
pays 3.5pc interest and trades on the 
stock market, currently at about £840 
for a £1,000 certificate. Your bank’s 
stockbroking department can sell it for 
you. 

Q I AM sending you a letter I 

received from Mr Ling Huan, of 
the Wing Lung Bank in Hong 
Kong. It is obviously a trick, but I 
thought other readers might be 
amused, and there is always the 
chance someone may be tempted to 
respond. Does this bank actually exist? 
THE Wing Lung Bank really 
does exist, but I doubt if the 
same can be said for Ling 
Huan. Last year another reader also 
sent me a letter he received from Ling 
Huan, spinning the same yarn about 
how a customer had died, leaving a 
huge amount of cash unclaimed in 
his account. The reader was asked to 
pose as the deceased’s next of kin, 
claim the money, and split it with 
Ling Huan - exactly the same scheme 
as proposed in the letter you have 
received. Nobody should fall for this. 
You are right. It is a trick. Anyone 
who replies will be milked for legal 
fees, taxes and bribes. And, of course, 
there is no treasure trove of un¬ 
claimed cash, just as there is no Ling 
Huan.

Stop smoking for your 
financial good health 

The health benefits of stopping smoking are well 
documented, but those who kick the habit can also 
find themselves quids in. ADAM AIKEN reports

TOP TIPS 


■ As with all insurance 
products, do not automatically 
plump for the lowest premiums 
without looking at what you are 
getting for your money. Check 
the smallprint. Although 
stopping smoking is Likely to 
Lower your premiums on a Like- 
for-like basis, choosing what 
cover to buy should not be 
simply about price. 

■ Take care when filling out your 
application form and make sure 
your answers are truthful and 
correct. Give all your relevant 
personal information and 
medical history. If you don't, you 
risk any claim being rejected. 


■ As with a will, always review 
your Life insurance and/or 
critical illness cover if your 
circumstances change. A 
new job, getting married or 
divorced or starting a family 
might all be events that 
impact your requirements 
when it comes to taking out 
protection. 

■ Don't assume your bank will 
give you the best deal. It might 
do, of course, but there are 
plenty of comparison sites, 
brokers and standalone Life 
insurance providers who might 
offer you lower premiums for 
the same (or better) cover. 


WE have recently had the latest No- 
Smoking Day - the annual event 
when people are encouraged to pack 
in the habit. 

There is rarely a shortage of pres¬ 
sure on smokers to change their be¬ 
haviour. Scare tactics are often used, 
but campaigners can also opt for 
gentler approaches. 

What is usually consistent, howev¬ 
er, is the content of these campaigns, 
with a strong focus on health. 

But on top of the obvious health 
grounds, there are also good finan¬ 
cial reasons to stop smoking. 

For a start, there is the increasing 
cost of tobacco. Against the backdrop 
of higher living costs, wage freezes 
and high unemployment, it is easy to 
see just how much smoking can make 
an ever-bigger dent in your pocket. 

Following the recent budget, a 
packet of 20 cigarettes now costs an 
average of nearly £7.50. That means 
someone smoking 20 a day will 
spend about £2,750 a year on the 
habit. 

If national insurance and tax are 
taken into account, a basic-rate tax¬ 
payer needs to earn approaching 
£4,000 a year to pay for it. 

Heavier smokers, of course, will 
spend even more than this. 

But even if you are a ‘casual’ 
smoker and you puff away a lot less 
than this, you could still find yourself 
stung financially. 

For a start, some home insurers 
will ask if you are a smoker because 
homes with smokers in them are of¬ 
ten considered to be more at risk of 
catching fire. 

But the real savings often come 
with life insurance policies. 

According to price-comparison 
service Moneysupermarket.com, a 
smoker can pay thousands of pounds 
extra for life insurance and critical 
illness cover compared with their 
non-smoking peers. 

So added to the cost of not having 
to buy tobacco any more, the savings 
can quickly mount up for those who 
give up smoking. 

Emma Walker, head of protection 
at Moneysupermarket, said: “Not 
only can smokers reap the medical 
benefits of kicking the habit, they can 
avoid letting their hard-earned cash 
go up in smoke, too. 

“With significant savings to be 
made, those who make the decision 
to quit should shop around for the 
best insurance deal to suit their 
circumstances.” 


Moneysupermarket’s research dem¬ 
onstrates some of the savings people 
can make by stopping smoking. 

A 30-year-old man looking to take 
out £150,000-worth of combined 
critical illness cover and life insur¬ 
ance could save at least £5,490 with 
Aviva over 25 years if he stopped 
smoking. A woman wanting the 
same level of cover could save at least 
£2,740 with Ageas Protect. 

A word of warning, though: insur¬ 
ance companies consider ex-smokers 
to be “non-smokers” only a year af¬ 
ter they have given up. You cannot 
stop today and immediately qualify 
for lower premiums. 

Matt Morris, senior policy adviser 


at life insurance broker Lifesearch, 
said it was important to shop around 
for a better deal once you have be¬ 
come a non-smoker, but he warned 
that other changes in your health 
meant there was no certainty that 
you would be able to cut the overall 
cost. 

He said cheaper premiums were 
not certain, as they also depended on 
age and health, but there was a very 
good chance that they would fall. 

“It is important to make sure you 
have a new policy in place before 
cancelling the existing one, as a new 
policy could turn up some nasty sur¬ 
prises in underwriting and may even 
be declined if your health has

'Accentuating the positive will 
boost trade and investment’ 


Olga D’Silva, head of Zen Languages 
and chair of loD Kent's International 
Business Forum, gives her perspective 
on the state of the county's economy 
and what its prospects might be 


R ECENT weeks have seen 
an encouraging number 
of positive surveys about 
the UK’s trade, manufac¬ 
turing, construction and 
service sectors. 

Interest rates are at an all-time low; 
however, this is tempered by difficult 
trading in some parts of the retail 
sector, escalating fuel prices and, for 
some companies, difficulties with rais¬ 
ing business finance. The continued 
uncertainty within the Eurozone also 
affects the UK’s economic success. 

Economists are not short with sup¬ 
plying reams of economic data, but how 
are we supposed to interpret this? 

Indeed, the Governor of the Bank of 
England, Sir Mervyn King, has said that 
for much of 2012 we will most prob¬ 
ably see a ‘zigzagging’ in positive and 
negative quarterly growth. 

Personally, I do detect some shoots of 
optimism for the UK economy; how¬ 
ever, data is ‘data’, and as a business¬ 
woman I am passionate about how we 
can make Kent’s economy better. 

‘Economic success’ is an abstract; 
we’re actually talking about ‘people 
success’. So, who is responsible for con¬ 
tributing to ‘people success’? 

Well, of course it’s the Government, 
local authorities in the form of Kent 
County Council and Medway Council, 
district councils, business-support or¬ 
ganisations, schools, colleges, universi¬ 
ties and, not least, the private sector. 

But we all have a responsibility in 
‘people success’ and, to ensure this, I 
believe we must foster a greater sense of 
positivity and collaboration. 

We only need to look at the UK unem¬ 


ployment figures published in March 
2012. There are 2.67 million people 
unemployed, of which, alarmingly, 
22.5 per cent are young people aged 16 
to 24. We must do everything we can to 
halt this statistic, particularly youth 
unemployment; we cannot afford to 
have a lost generation. 

In fact, Sir Mervyn, when inter¬ 
viewed by young journalists 
as part of the BBC’s School 
Report, said; “It’s far easier 
being the Governor of the 
Bank of England than 
being unemployed.” 

So, what are we doing 
to make the Kent econo¬ 
my stronger? 

In March, for example, I 
was privileged to attend two 
events, one highlighting Kent 
as a great business location and the 
other supporting young Kent entrepre¬ 
neurs. 

At the Kent Foundation For Young 
Entrepreneurs event, an initiative 
backed by KCC, it was good to meet 
young people who have already set up 
in business, and as the ‘mature’ busi¬ 


ness community we learned how we 
can support them more, including 
through mentoring. Indeed, IoD Kent 
complements the work of the Kent 
Foundation through the Kent Associa¬ 
tion Of Young Entrepreneurs. 

Both initiatives explore ways of help¬ 
ing young people to succeed in business, 
but Kevin Lynes, KCC cabinet 
member for economic devel¬ 
opment and regeneration, 
said: “We must do more to 
encourage entrepreneur¬ 
ial activity.” 

At the Locate in Kent 
event, we learned how 
businesses can become 
‘business champions’ to 
promote Kent as a “21st- 
century location to live and 
work”. I can endorse this; I love 
living and working in Kent, but we all 
need to champion why it’s so good to be 
in Kent in our business dealings. 

There is plenty of other business sup¬ 
port; however, I do recognise that many 
companies are confused about the busi¬ 
ness support offerings in Kent. 

Are you aware, for example, that you 


can receive a subsidy to take on an 
apprentice? Did you know the Govern¬ 
ment recently launched the National 
Export Challenge via UK Trade & 
Investment supporting the SME sector 
(small and medium-sized enterprises) to 
trade internationally? 

You may have heard of Enterprise 
Europe Network or various European 
initiatives, including 2 Seas Trade, but 
how do you access these to help your 
business? 

KCC has recognised Kent’s business- 
support needs to be more coherent. So, 
at the Kent 2020 Exhibition in April, 
you can learn all about the Backing 
Kent Business initiative, as well as the 
launch of Kent International Business. 

These are backed by stakeholders and 
partners including IoD Kent through 
the International Business Forum, 
sponsored by HSBC, Kent Invicta Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Locate in Kent, 
BSK-CiC (Business Support Kent), UK 
Trade & Investment and universities. 

In March, we saw David Cameron and 
Barack Obama accentuating the positive 
in the UK-US relationship and we must 
capitalise on this for our UK-US business 
dealings. Indeed, in September 2012, 
KCC’s international team is leading a 
trade mission to Virginia and Boston, 
which you could take part in. 

I strongly believe that we can help 
ourselves by taking positive actions, 
adopting a ‘can-do’ attitude and a 
greater sense of collaboration. 

That way, we won’t have to try to in¬ 
terpret economic data - we can create 
our own economic data and all help to 
ensure the economic health, wealth 
and success of the people of ‘Kent pic’.

4 Policies ride roughshod over 
Coalition’s green credentials’

THE Government’s stated com¬ 
mitment to protecting the en¬ 
vironment has been exposed 
as a sham by the Budget, say 
campaigners who highlight 
“an economic path which locks 
us into unsustainable, high- 
carbon, short-term growth”. 

They say that many parts of 
Kent have been put under sev¬ 
ere threat by policies put for¬ 
ward by Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne in his 2012 statement. 

Proposals to expand airport 
capacity in the South East - 
including the possibility of an 
environmentally-damaging 
hub in the Thames estuary - 
have also come under fire. 

Martin Harper, Royal Society 
for the Protection of Birds 
(RSPB) conservation director, 
said: “George Osborne’s plan 
for growth clearly involves 
building more infrastructure, 
more roads and more runways, 
but this must be compatible 
with the green economy we 
have been promised so many 
times by this government. 

“In the autumn statement 
last year, Mr Osborne set out 
a plan for short-sighted eco¬ 
nomic growth based on the 
mistaken belief that environ¬ 
mental protection is a burden 
on business. 

“In his Budget speech he has 
continued to commit us to that 
path, locking us into an unsus¬ 
tainable economic plan that 
fails to take into account the 
very real value of our wildlife 
and countryside.” 

The RSPB added that envi¬ 
ronmental safeguards in no 
way hindered positive econom¬ 
ic development. 

Steve Gilbert, conservation 
programme manager for RSPB 
South East, said: “As a result of 
safeguards such as the Habitats 
Regulations, developers, plan¬ 
ners and conservationists have 
worked together to find creative

“Any proposals that would 
allow an airport to be built on 
the wildlife-rich mudflats of 
north Kent would blast a hole 
through these promises. 

“The area is home to hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of wintering 
wetland birds and enjoys the 
highest level of legal protection 
available. 


“It is of global environmental 
significance, a fact that has 
helped see off several previous 
proposals for airports in the 
area. The Government’s own 
groundbreaking Natural Eco¬ 
systems Assessment unveiled 
last year highlighted the eco¬ 
nomic importance of green 
spaces and wildlife-rich sites 
like the Thames estuary. 

“Politicians have promised 
us a new ‘green economy’ so 
many times that some of us 
even started believing it. 

“We agree that development 
is necessary if the UK is to re¬ 
main competitive, we agree that 
our economy needs to grow to 
enable all of us to prosper. But 
this must not happen at the cost 
of our environment. ” 

The Government is to release 
full details of its review of the 
Habitats Regulations - the 


most important system of pro¬ 
tection for wildlife-rich habitat 
- and this week unveiled re¬ 
form of the planning system. 

Jamie Weir, of CPRE Protect 
Kent, said: “Despite initially 
snubbing the idea of increased 
airport capacity in the South 
East, the Government seems to 
have now done a U-turn on it. 

“If airports within the UK 
better allocate their slots and 
utilise smart-hubbing, we can 
avoid an unnecessary and 
costly development that is un¬ 
likely to bring economic pros¬ 
perity yet could destroy a huge 
amount of our countryside. 

“The idea that we must build 
a new airport in the South East 
is incredibly short-sighted and 
fails to take account of the 
powerful arguments we have 
for not developing any new 
aviation capacity.” 


‘End is nigh’ for our arcades after Budget changes the game 


AMUSEMENT arcades could be forced to 
close by new regulations introduced in the 
Budget concerning tax on gaming machines. 

Arcade machines will be subjected to 
Machine Games Duty introduced on gross 
profits and set at two rates: 20 per cent, and 
5 per cent for machines with very low prizes. 

The amusements, traditionally called ‘one- 
armed bandits', have long been a feature of the 
Kent seaside resort - but the industry has been 
struggling to maintain momentum for years. 

Arcade trade association BACTA says it is 
hugely alarmed at these rates, having 
repeatedly told the Treasury that rates of 
anything above 15 per cent and 3 per cent will 
cripple the industry and cause many closures. 


Derek Petrie, president of BACTA, said: 

"The end for many amusement arcades is nigh. 
Despite hundreds of small-business-owners 
warning politicians for 18 months now of the 
danger that Machine Games Duty would present 
to our industry, Chancellor George Osborne has 
failed to listen. 

"The rates that the minister has proposed for 
his new tax on arcades are simply too high and 
will result in another cruel wave of closures on 
the seaside. 

"It is inconceivable that a Government 
supposedly committed to small business and to 
tourism has made this decision - 300 arcades 
and 1,000 jobs have already gone. 

"Now more will follow."

Do you dread the 
PowerPoint call? 

A NEW concept in visual presentation for 
business is being pioneered by a Maidstone 
company. 

Vidoons says it provides an alternative to 
traditional slide-show-orientated company 
gatherings as well as offering multi-media 
opportunities to firms. 

"We're on a mission to save the world from 
death by PowerPoint," says the comany’s 
promotional Literature. 

The company creates animations, caricatures 
and cartoons which can form part of slide¬ 
shows, along with video, music and voice-overs. 

These can be used for presentations, websites 
and videos. 

The company says its service is unique - so a 
new word had to be coined to describe it. 

Vidoons is the brainchild of Patrick Blower, a 
cartoonist who has drawn for The Daily 
Telegraph, The Guardian and the London 
Evening Standard, and former BBC producer and 
film-maker Graham Majin. 

The company put its videos online to attract 
its initial trade. 

"There's nothing quite Like what we do 
anywhere in the world," said Mr Blower. 

"Vidoons - a mixture of video and cartooning is 
unique - so we had to invent a new word." 

A Vidoon posted on YouTube recently gained 
60,000 hits in just a few months and Law firms, 
universities, environmental organisations and 
the London Philharmonic Orchestra are among 
its clients.

"We're putting the story-telling back into 
people's presentations" said Majin.

"We're very comfortable working for global 
customers. The Government says it wants to 
make the UK a global-innovation hub, with a 
specific focus on the digital-creative sector.

"It's great to think of people around the world 
using Vidoons in their presentations. Anything 
that makes the world's presentations Less 
tedious and more fun has got to be a good thing."

The following will be exempted from the restriction: 

i) using a hosepipe in a garden or for cleaning walls or windows of domestic premises, 
paths or patios, a private leisure boat or an artificial outdoor surface, where such use is 
necessary for health and safety reasons; 

ii) watering a garden attached to a domestic dwelling or watering plants on domestic 
premises using a hosepipe, by people with severe mobility problems who hold a 
current Blue Badge as issued by their local authority; 

iii) using a hosepipe to clean a private motor vehicle, private leisure boat or walls and 
windows of domestic premises, where this is done as a service to customers in the 
course of a business; 

iv) using a hosepipe to water an area of grass or outdoor artificial surfaces used for 
sport or recreation, where this is required in connection with a national or international 
sports event; 

v) drip or trickle irrigation watering systems, fitted with a pressure reducing valve and a 
timer, that are not handheld, that place water drip by drip directly onto the soil surface 
or beneath the soil surface, without any surface run off or dispersion of water through 
the air using a jet or mist; 

vi) maintaining a domestic swimming pool with a water conservation recycling system; 

Customers should note that a number of concessions earlier proposed have 
been withdrawn.

Gino D’Acampo 


Italian who’s loving the heat 

Joe Bill talks to celebrity chef Gino D’Acampo ahead of his visit to the BBC’s Good Food Show 



T HE cream of the UK’s culinary 

elite heads to Kent during the next 
fortnight for a festival of cooking. 
Glow, the new entertainment 
venue at Bluewater shopping 
centre, is hosting this spring’s BBC 
Good Food Show UK, the first time it has been in 
the county. 

Among those present will be Saturday 
Kitchen’s James Martin, wine expert Oily Smith 
and celebrity chef Gino D’Acampo. 

The former king of the ‘I’m A Celeb’ jungle 
will be signing his new book for fans as well as 
providing an insight into his cooking skills. 

“The people will be able to sample some of the 
dishes and the wines - they can see cooking 
demonstrations, so they can get a lot of tips out 
of it,” said D’Acampo. 

“It is a chance for them to meet their 
favourite cook on television. It’s also a good 
chance for us, too, because it is always a 
pleasure to see them.” 

The Italian, known for his passion for the 
food of his home nation, has been highly sought 
after since winning the ITV reality show in 
2009 and since become a household name 
across the UK. 

He said: “I am very busy at the moment. I 
have just finished a new project in schools with 
a company called Innovate Services. Together 
we have designed 12 pasta dishes which will go 
into about 120 different schools around the 
country. They can get a bit of authentic Italian 
flavour in school, but also it is nice and healthy.” 

D’Acampo, 35, has also entered the world of 
the smartphone, having launched his own app 
this year. 

He said: “It’s called Eating Italian - we have 
about 25 to 30 video recipes done exclusively 
for the app. There are pictures to make the 
meals and it is also a way to learn a bit of the 
Italian language. There are all the words like 
spelling linguini properly, or tagliatelle and 
things like that. It is very helpful, it is not too 
expensive, it is beautifully shot, so it is all good.” 

Like many other celebrity chefs, D’Acampo 
has his own range of cookware and a number of 


cookbooks, including his latest offering, Italian 
Home Baking, which he will be signing at 
Bluewater. 

He said: “The book is all to do with stuff you 
have to bake, from breads to biscuits to Italian 
pastas to Italian pizzas... everything you need. 

“But my favourite dish would be anything to 
do with pasta - a bit of pasta with cherry 
tomatoes, a bit of basil and some extra virgin 
olive oil... to me that is simple food at its best. 
The best pasta for me is the very thin penne, the 
tube with pieces of mozzarella, nice and simple.” 

D’Acampo grew up in Naples and inherited 
his love of food from his grandfather Giovanni, 
himself a head chef. 

The young protege attended the Luigi de 
Medici Catering College before setting off to find 
work elsewhere. He said: “I was ready for an 
adventure, so I travelled all over Europe, 


employed in different kitchens, learning about 
life and love. I ended up working for the Italian 
Stallion himself as head chef at Sylvester 
Stallone’s Mambo King restaurant in Marbella. 

“While I was in Spain, I met and fell in love 
with my beautiful English wife and moved with 
her to London in 19 9 5. ” 

And it is his travels that continue to help the 
chef come up with new ideas for the kitchen. 

He said: “It happens that when you travel, or 
when you go to someone’s house for dinner, or 
even to other restaurants, I always carry a 
small notepad with me. 

“So if I try something new I think ‘OK, I 
like this idea’ and go back home or to my 
development kitchen at the office and I see if I 
can do something new with it - this is how it 
happens. 

“You try it on the family first and then a 


couple of friends and then you see if the flavours 
work together - then you put it into the book. 

“Sometimes someone gives you a recipe and 
says ‘Gino, I tried this one and I think it’s 
fantastic’. So you try it and tweak it a little and 
then you have got it. It is a very simple process.” 

Since the jungle, where he starred alongside 
Katie Price and Samantha Fox, D’Acampo’s 
reputation has rocketed, although he is quick to 
play down his increased fame. 

“Honestly, I had a lot of work before I went in 
the jungle, but of course it was great,” he said. 

“I already had my books, my pots and pans in 
supermarkets, and all my ideas were there. It 
did help because it was in front of an evening 
audience who were not really familiar with me. 

“We get stopped when we are out shopping, 
especially in the food-shopping environment. 
They see a chef, they take advantage of coming 
over and asking questions and food questions. 
And you know what - it is great! ” 

However, don’t expect to see the chef on 
skates or in reality sequins any time soon: “I 
think I am done with the reality shows. No 
dancing on ice and all that - it would require 
too much training. ” 

However, there is one conquest D’Acampo 
would like to make outside the food industry: he 
wants to write a hit record. 

The big Oasis fan said: “Yes I do. No laughing 
- that is not fair! I play the guitar and have 
played it since I was nine or 10.1 used to go to 
boy scouts and learned how to play the guitar. 
Everybody who plays an instrument comes to 
try out a little singing. And, like I do with 
recipes, I have something written down, which 
I change every two or three months. 

“One day it might happen. I really hope so 
because very rarely it happens to me that I look 
back and wish I had done that. I have been 
lucky to do most of the things I have wanted to 
do. So I hope it will happen.”

Take Hart or even The Hog... 
high street has a new gem 



W HEN you’ve struggled to get 
a table at a pub restaurant 
for weeks on end, you start 
to wonder what all the fuss 
is about. A two-for-one deal 
maybe? Or is it simply that 
the food is exceptional? 

In this case, it’s most definitely the latter and, 
combined with a friendly team who go out of 
their way to make sure guests are happy, the 
recently-relaunched White Hart Hotel in Hythe 
has become the gem of the high street. 

This historic inn - built in 13 9 5 - is a family- 
run hotel, restaurant and freehouse, boasting 
original features and a stunning 16th-century 
courtyard. 

Low oak beams and an inglenook fireplace 
make for a cosy feel and while the pictures of 
celebrities who have enjoyed the chefs cooking 
could be viewed as slightly cheesy, they actually 
did have the desired effect and I found myself 
quietly impressed that the likes of Johnny Depp 
and Britney Spears admired the person who was 
about to cook my food. 

After ordering a bottle of Sauvignon Blanc 
(£12.50) we looked at the menu, which 
consisted of a range of locally-sourced produce, 
a selection of delicious specials and the type of 
good, honest dishes that promise bags of flavour

and the likelihood of leaving you stuffed. 

I chose the green-pea-and-goat’s-cheese 
risotto (£6) and my dining companion the soup 
of the day - roasted red pepper (£4.50). 

My guest’s soup packed real punch and left 
that warm feeling of true home-cooked food. 

My risotto was delicious, although slightly on 
the large side and I was already worrying about 
how I was going to manage the next course. 

For our main dishes my companion chose 
the tasty Cajun-style rump steak with hand-cut 
wedges (£14) and I went for pizza. 

While I don’t usually choose pizza when I eat 
out, I defy anyone who sees The Hog (£9) on 


the menu and doesn’t consider it. 

The stone-baked pizza boasts crispy pork 
belly, black pudding, smoked ham hock, 
mozzarella, herbs and rocket (£9). I won’t lie: I 
could barely contain myself with excitement. 

So it was with great sadness that after four 
slices of the delicious pizza I had to wave the 
white flag, slightly annoyed at myself for 
naively wolfing down every bite of my starter 
without thinking about what was coming next. 

This is when I have to again praise the staff, 
who, having already impressed me with their 
friendly attitude, wrapped the pizza in foil so I 
could take it home to eat later. 

Despite being stuffed, the dessert menu looked 
too tempting to ignore and so we shared a 
lemon-and-lime posset with raspberry coolie 
(£4.75). This was the perfect dessert: tasty, 
fresh and presented beautifully. 

The White Hart is a must, whether for a full 
sit-down meal or a drink in the stunning 
courtyard and bar, 

Our bill came to £50.75, well worth it for food 
I can only describe as simply outstanding.

BRITAIN’S roads changed dramatically when 
the original Mini heralded the Swinging Sixties. 

Aside from the standard car, and plush 
booted versions, there were estate, minivan 
and stripped-down Moke jeep variants, too. 

The former British Motor Corporation is said 
to have made a loss on this badge engineering 
though, but expect VW to do all right with its 
clever new city car and forthcoming Seat and 
Skoda spin-offs. 

Called the Up! - and that’s the last time I shall 
use the marketeer’s label by the way, it’s plain 
Up from now on - it can’t be a mould breaker 
like the Mini since similar baby hatchbacks are 
already on the market. 

But none really manages to blend 
practicality, economy, style, cheekiness and 
driving fun quite so well. 

You can realistically drive this city car from 
city to city too thanks to excellent aerodynamics 
and a long wheelbase delivering good 
refinement for such a small vehicle. 

And while it’s affordable (from £7,995) it’s 
got a VW badge - a bit of premium appeal. 

VW says the Up is its first venture into this 
sector, conveniently forgetting the sawn-off 
Polo it once sold as the Lupo, but maybe 
choosing not to compare its cramped cabin with 
the capacious one in the 3.54m-long Up. 

It can carry four adults and give them ample 
head, leg and elbow room, plus a decent boot. 

Buyers might say: “Who needs a second car?” 
though some might wait for the five-door 
version due later this year, although access to 
the three-door’s rear seats is not hard. 

For now, all models use an all-new low 
emission 999cc three-cylinder petrol engine. 

It is surprisingly smooth for that format, while 
capable of averaging more than 60mpg and 
rendering a diesel option pretty pointless - 
don’t rule it out though, and VW has promised 
an all-electric Up for 2013. 

But the petrol would do most people fine, 
whether in 60PS(59bhp) or 75PS (74bhp) 
format. Neither is a hot rod, but you wouldn’t 
expect it, and VW expects most people to save 
cash and go for the 60PS. 

An eco BlueMotion version of this is available 
at a premium of £3 60, which you may recoup 
in fuel savings and by escaping road tax, 
although the whole range is exempt in year one 
anyway. 

Take Up is the entry spec, but mid-range 
Move Up (from £8,9 70) brings air con, electric 
front windows, remote central locking, easy 
entry sliding seats, a false floor for the deep boot 
and much more. 

And if you want to tart up then there’s High 
Up (from £10,390) bringing alloys, some 
leather and lots of electrics, with the limited 
edition black and white versions (£11,180) 
looking suspiciously like VW tilting at the 
lucrative Fiat 500 and Mini customisation 
target market.

BMW's ugly duckling reveals 
beauty when you get inside

IT’S not as if BMW wasn’t told last time, so why 
does its most affordable and perhaps endearing 
model still look like it fell out of the ugly tree? 

The first generation 1-Series hatchback 
was an exercise in how not to design a car; it 
just looked plain awkward, with a saggy, baggy 
sill line literally being the low point of the 
execution. 

Despite the availability of a five-door version, 
it wasn’t particularly practical either. 

Fortunately, its saving graces were typically 
excellent BMW driving characteristics - being 
the only rear-wheel drive car in the family hatch¬ 
back sector - good engines, tax friendliness for 
company car drivers, and a reputation for being 
tough and reliable. 

And BMW has worked hard on those virtues 
for the second generation car launched last year, 
but has again been lazy on the design front. 

The new Mark II five-door - three-door sales 
are met for now by the old model - apes the pro¬ 
file of its predecessor and though it’s lost the 
baggy side-on view, the bluff front end does it no 
favours. 

Get inside this ugly duckling though (priced 
from £19,3 75) and the swan emerges. 

On the practical side, there’s a bigger boot 
and more space in a cabin that also feels solidly 
made with quality materials and trim, and alloy 
highlights. 

It’s easier to get in and out of the back too; you 
didn’t need to be overweight to catch your back¬ 
side on the wheel arch as you climbed into the 
original car. 

Mind you, legroom is still a bit cramped com¬ 
pared with some front-wheel drive rivals. 

The dashboard layout is logical with lots of 
spaces and cubbyholes plus the now obligatory 
aux/USB connections for MP3 players and other 
gadgets, and you feel that BMW has really 
thought through what appeals to executives

or private buyers who have to work long hours 
out of their car. 

With the full array of BMW’s eco-friendly Effi- 
cientDynamics package - stop-start, battery 
regeneration through braking, low rolling re¬ 
sistance tyres, etc - on board plus powerful yet 
energy-efficient petrol and diesel engines, the 
car will also help their company car tax bills or 
private budgets. 

Considering the prices for the premium and 
technical product you get, it is quite miraculous 
too that BMW still makes the car in Germany, 
despite the savings it could make from produc¬ 
ing its smallest model somewhere with lower 
labour costs. 

But the big issue, as ever with BMW, is how 
does the car drive? Beautifully. 

The new 1-Series is wider and feels better 
planted and sprung than the old car, while re¬ 
taining the lovely balance of the front engine, 
long wheelbase and rear-driven wheels. 


It’s easy to then forget the debatable looks and 
just enjoy the drive. The test car was a 116i 
petrol in trendy Sport trim (£21,305). 

This is an all-new engine with a six-speed 
manual gearbox as standard that allows the car 
to be nimble, sporty and thrifty, averaging 
around 50mpg - testament to the power of 
EfficientDynamics - yet still able to hit 62mph in 
8.5 seconds. 

It also makes a powerful argument against go¬ 
ing for diesel; to get equivalent performance and 
trim from a diesel version, you need the 118d 
Sport costing £23,2 70. 

Now that will average around 13mpg more 
than the petrol model, but you will need to do 
many more miles to make the fuel savings claw 
back the car’s extra £2,000 purchase price. 

A caveat to this is that the petrol car will cost 
£115 a year in road tax, while the diesel will be 
free in year one and £30 annually after that, and 
should depreciate more slowly. It’s your call...

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Jaguar’s XF diesel offers purr-feet alternative

JAGUAR’S new cheapest model puts eligible 
company car user choosers in a bind. 

Previously, the default choice financially for 
manager/director level drivers was the BMW 
520d, with Audi’s A6 thereabouts too. 

Jaguar’s XF was in the mix, but as a choice 
from the heart rather than the head; the Jag 
oozes style and class, and drives well, but the 
sums didn’t add up against such rivals. 

But those user choosers and even private 
buyers have to think again at renewal time, 
thanks to the efficient new four-cylinder 2.2-litre 
diesel engine. 

Jag purists will shudder at the idea of a four- 
pot diesel, of course, but that combination has 
made the 520d a huge money-spinner for BMW 

- once the champion of creamy straight six pet¬ 
rol engines. 

The XF 2.2 diesel arrived last year in 19OPS 
(188bhp) form to rave reviews and starts at 
£33,950 -it’s already the best selling XF version 

- but Jaguar has now followed up with a detuned 
163PS (161bhp) option that is no less impres¬ 
sive and sells beneath the psychologically impor¬ 
tant £30,000 barrier. 

Showing the new-found savvy that is paying 
dividends for the brand, I’m told Jaguar’s 
marketing people and engineers colluded more 
closely than ever to ensure that the new junior 
XF could give the 520d’s figures a hard time. 

Combined fuel economy and C02 emissions 
for the 163 and 190 PS are identical - 52.3mpg 
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and 149g/km (band F) - so they can’t beat the 520d’s 
58.9 and bandD. 

But the Jag runs the Beemer close, and that keener 
price means more people will look at the XF, giving it the 
vital chance at seduction using its other charms. 

Naturally, the lesser 2.2 model is not as quick off the 
mark as the 19 OPS - it gives away nearly two seconds to 
reach 60mph in 9.8 seconds - but the push comes in low 
down the rev range and the eight-speed auto box sails 
though the gears smoothly to make the experience a 
pleasure. And the same ‘box allows smart manual chang¬ 
es via paddles on the steering wheel, giving you the best 
of both worlds. 


In the best Jag tradition, too, the car has a well- 
weighted blend of comfort and handling prowess that so 
far eludes its German rivals. 

But those Jag purists might whinge that the interior is 
not classic Jaguar. 

Good. The XF interior is a terrific job actually, with 
hallmarks that BMW & co will wish they had thought of 
such as the air ducts that rotate open and the chunky 
gearbox selector that rises up when the car is started. 

The seats and general ambience of the cabin are also 
first rate, even on this entry model. 

Together with its bigger output sister, this new 2.2 
diesel XF should be a big seller for the British marque.

The perils of playing the location game 
as Gills ponder Priestfield future again 

Paul Scally might be desperate to move his club to a new stadium, but as Fred Atkins writes, 
moving any side out of its heartland is a major gamble... as other teams have found to their cost 


THERE doesn’t seem to be a lot of love around for 
the Priestfield Stadium. 

In 2004, a survey by the Observer newspaper 
named it as the worst ground in the Football 
League and described it as “the biggest dump in 
English football”. 

Rival fans said it: “Makes Middlesbrough look 
like Monte Carlo” and that as a venue it “never 
fails to live down to expectations”. 

One particularly vituperative critic said: “It 
used to be nothing more than a couple of cow¬ 
sheds knocked together. The away end has two 
Portakabins for toilets and the worst catering out¬ 
side Selhurst Park. The walk from the train sta¬ 
tion is like walking through the Shangri-La Cara¬ 
van Park just after closing time.” 

Urban sophisticate Peter Crouch isn’t an ad¬ 
mirer either, describing the fans as, “hillbillies in 
the film Deliverance”. 

And this week Paul Scally declared there was 
“no sustainable future” for Gillingham at the 
venue they’ve sustained a club at for 109 years. 

You can understand why Scally might cast an 
envious eye over Brighton’s new stadium in Falm- 
er, but for every successful relocation, there’s a rich 
man’s folly like Darlington’s Arena, or Nene Park, 
which eventually helped bleed the life out of Rush- 
den Town and Irthlingborough Diamonds and is 
now threatening to do the same to Kettering. 

The economic arguments for moving to pur¬ 
pose-built arenas always sound compelling, but 
are often based on over-optimistic projections of 
just how many fans a new venue will attract. 

And by moving a football club out of the com¬ 
munity it grew out of, something is lost that it’s 
impossible to quantify. 

Only four senior football grounds have been 
built in Kent since World War Two. 

Two, Dartford’s Princes Park and Maidstone’s 
unfinished Gallagher Stadium were built in or 
near town centres, to replace grounds that 
should never have been bulldozed in the first 
place (like Brighton’s Goldstone Ground). 

The other two illustrate just how badly reloca¬ 
tion can backfire. 

Sittingbourne’s Central Park is the archetypal 
white elephant, a venue that literally went to the 
dogs. It may only be a mile out of the town cen¬ 
tre, but it might as well have been in a different 
borough judging by Brickies’ attendances over 
the past few seasons. 

Ashford’s Homelands is, in terms of facilities, 
one of the best grounds in Kent, but you can get 
a train to Lille in the time it’ll take you to walk 
there from Ashford station, while Mike Floate, 
author of the book Non League Football Grounds 
of Kent describes it as demonstrating “almost 
everything that can go wrong” with a football 
ground. 

Priestfield’s location by contrast is right in the 
middle of the most densely populated area of the 
county. Tens of thousands of people live within 
walking distance and if Gillingham did move 
there’s no guarantee they would follow them. 

At Darlington the word ‘unsustainable’ is now 
used to describe the 25,000-seat arena, where 
barely 1,000 fans watch a floundering team. 

Gillingham have historically attracted a hard 
core of 3,000 fans, even when results are bad. 
What happens if they move to a 20,000-seat are¬ 
na the die-hards can’t walk to any more?

Scally raps out warning over club’s future 


GILLINGHAM chairman PaulScally's has 
written to all 55 members of Medway Council 
claiming there is no "sustainable future for 
Gillingham Football Club on its current site" 
and urging them to reject a scheme to develop 
Medway Docks because it could ruin the club's 
chances of building a new stadium at Mill Hill. 

Scally says a report by Medway Council into 
a possible new venue for Gillingham identified 
land at Medway Docks, owned by Peel 
Holdings, as "the most appropriate site in 
Medway by far". 

A plan to relocate Gillingham there was 
drafted, but the scheme was delayed by the 
recession and a wrangle over the need for 
"enabling development", specifically a 
supermarket. 

Scally writes that he was incredulous to 
find revised plans had been drafted for the site 
in September 2011, which ignored the football 
club. 

He says: "To the utter astonishment of the 
club, its advisors and others, and without any 
notification or discussion, the club heard of an 
exhibition in Medway, at which Peel were 
presenting to the public their plans to develop 
the southern area of their site. 

"Their plans included all the facilities of the 
club’s proposed scheme, ie. food retail, hotel, 
conference facility, leisure and so on, but 
excluded any mention of the stadium." 

Gillingham have since agreed an option on a 
40-acre site at Mill Hill, but Scally claims that 
if Peel's revised scheme is allowed to proceed

it could blow the club's plans to build a 
stadium elsewhere out of the water. 

He wrote: "We accept that as the landown¬ 
er, Peel are at liberty to submit any applica¬ 
tion that they so wish, but if the Peel scheme 
as presented gains approval, especially with 
the food retail element included - the most 
valuable enabling development available 


currently - it would be virtually impossible to 
construct a new stadium for the football club 
in Medway as there would be insufficient 
enabling development funding left available 
from other facilities." 

A clear warning followed: "I wanted to take 
this opportunity to outline to you, and to all 
members, the very serious position the club 
has found itself in, effectively frozen out of a 
site and scheme which it believed it was 
making progress on. 

“It is essential members realise a new 
stadium in Medway cannot be developed 
without firstly a site but also, and more 
significantly, without appropriate enabling 
development, ie. residential, food retail, 
conferencing and hotel use, and bulky goods 
retail." 

Scally claims that while there is interest in 
a supermarket on the Mill Hill site, it is 
contingent on the Peel scheme being rejected, 
writing "there is no market for two such 
retailers in such close proximity". 

And his parting shot to members effectively 
claimed the club's future was at stake. 

"I therefore urge you all, if your wishes are 
still to ensure your local football club remains 
as part of the community in Medway, to 
ensure the Peel planning application is 
rejected in its current form; at least until 
members are able to fully consider the 
alternative proposals that will be submitted 
on Mill Hill, in conjunction with one of the 
national developers as partners," he said,

WITH a week to go until the start of the 2012 
British Superbike season it’s no surprise to hear 
that Shane Byrne has been out on his bike - but it 
might raise an eyebrow to find out he left the en¬ 
gine behind. 

As he tries to rebuild his fitness following a se¬ 
rious road accident in Spain earlier this year, 
Byrne has been cycling from his home on Shep- 
pey to the Brands Hatch circuit, stopping for a 
coffee and riding back again. 

“Now and again I pedal up here,” he said. “It’s 
like a 75-mile round trip but it’s not the most fun 
of rides because it’s quite busy and has lots of 
winding climbs, but yeah it’s a good ride. Getting 
up the hill from Maidstone takes a bit of doing. ” 

Even on his days off Byrne, who’ll be riding a 
Kawasaki for the Rapid Solicitors PBM team this 
season, has been cycling for up to an hour on a 
turbo trainer. 

“I didn’t have a choice," he joked. “You know 
the accident happened and I’m doing everything 
I can to get back to a decent level of fitness. 

“It was quite frustrating because I wasn’t feel¬ 
ing terrible in the first test in Spain and then I 
went and flicked myself off the bike and came 
down on my foot again and that gave me a re¬ 
minder about how sore things can be.” 

In other motorsport news, Pat Doran finished 
second in the opening round of the MSA Rally- 
cross Championship at Lydden Hill, after a fraught 
week that had left him struggling to find a car. 

The Sittingbourne driver eventually found a 


Citroen Xsara and qualified in third place to start 
from the front row. 

While Ollie O’Donovan exploited pole position 
to the full by edging away from the field in his 
Ford Focus, Doran initially fell back, as reigning 
champion Julian Godfrey and Andy Scott com¬ 
peted for second spot. 

However, on the second lap Godfrey’s Ford Fi¬ 
esta span off when trying to tackle a chicane and 


Scott’s Peugeot suffered a puncture. 

Steve Hill became O’Donovan’s closest chal¬ 
lenger when he moved up to second, but his 
hopes were scuppered when the bonnet of his 
Mitsubishi Lancer unexpectedly flew open and 
blocked the view from his windscreen. 

Doran, who at one point hadn’t even looked 
like racing, picked his way through the field to 
finish second ahead of Steve Mundy.

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Trouble, but of 
who’s making? 

HOW should you report on anti¬ 
social behaviour at football 
matches? 

During the Thatcher era, football fans 
were portrayed by the likes of Kelvin 
McKenzie at the Sun as being one step 
removed from amoeba, but when the 
political wind changed stories that would 
once have had the average Daily Mail 
reader foaming at the mouth were hushed 
up, as England mounted doomed bids to 
host the World Cup. 

Significant violence went almost 
unreported and it was possible to watch 
the entire 2006 tournament and swallow 
the myth that England fans were all 
renaissance men on some kind of cultural 
exchange, as opposed to topless simple¬ 
tons showing off their moobs and singing 
songs about the IRA. 

In the past decade the most serious 
incident I witnessed at a non-league game 
was a fan throwing a can of lager at a rival 
goalkeeper during a Kent League Cup final. 

It wasn't exactly clever, but it must 
have been a slow news week at a rival 
publication because they treated this as 
front page news and raised the spectre of 
hooliganism returning. 

My report mentioned the incident and 
said that the game, played on a day when 
there were no Football League fixtures, 
had attracted a number of fans from 
London clubs, some of whom were 
singing slightly un-PC songs but none of 
whom were causing trouble. 

The following week an anonymous 
letter appeared in the post, purporting to 
be from an organisation called Millwall In 
The County of Kent, claiming this report 
was a travesty and protesting the Lions' 
name had been dragged through the mud. 

I had a pretty good idea who the author 
was, knew he wasn't speaking for Millwall 
officially and was also pretty sure he'd not 
been at the game, which meant he wasn't 
in a strong position to pass judgement on 
something he hadn't actually seen. 

I wasn't at Herne Bay last Saturday so I 
can't comment on the alleged boorish¬ 
ness that took place during their FA Vase 
semi-final first leg with West Auckland, 
but most of the reports I read led on the 
football angle and seemed to keep 
everything in proportion. 

This included the report on Bay's official 
website, which to the club's credit refused 
to sweep the incidents under the carpet. 

While Herne Bay's manager Simon 
Halsey understandably wanted to talk 
about the football, he did say that when 
you have 2,000 people gathered some¬ 
thing's could kick off, particularly if there's 
alcohol involved. 

At the exact moment that game kicked 
off I was walking past a 'family' pub, where 
parents were swearing at their pitbulls and 
letting their own cigarette smoke blown 
into the faces of their offspring. At a 
football ground this would constitute anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

In a Maidstone alehouse it just 
isn't news.
